It  was  a season  of  ups  and  downs  for  Coach  Owen 
‘Slip"  Evans’  1968  Spartans. 

UD  went  into  the  opener  at  Plattevilie  with  only  six 
seniors  on  the  squad  and  took  a 40-6  pasting  at  the  hands 
of  the  highly-rated  Pioneers. 

Things  got  better,  however,  as  the  Spartans  roared 
back  to  rout  an  inept  North  Central  team,  32-0,  before 
a home  crowd  at  Chalmers  Field.  Quarterback  Larry 
Bornemann  hit  Lee  Massey  and  John  Smith  for  touch- 
downs and  Larry  Mead  ran  an  intercepted  pass  back  57 
yards  to  paydirt  to  pace  the  win. 

Massey  came  through  again  a week  later  with  a clutch 
TD  grab  in  the  Norse  end  zone  with  eight  seconds  re- 
maining to  give  Dubuque  its  first  win  over  Luther  in  ten 
years. 

Bornemann  completed  22  of  38  passes  for  280  yards 
against  Luther,  as  the  Spartans  came  back  after  being 
down  13-0  early  in  the  first  half.  Bob  Place  scored  first 
for  UD  on  a 44-yard  run.

Victories  Over 


Dubuque  couldn’t  seem  to  buy  a victory  in  the  next 
four  games.  The  Upper  Iowa  Peacocks  beat  Evans’  crew, 
13-6,  on  a fourth  quarter  touchdown.  Three  lost  fumbles 
hurt  UD  at  crucial  moments.  Next  the  Spartans  journeyed 
to  William  Penn  where  they  led  19-0  with  only  eight 
minutes  left.  But  the  game  wasn’t  over  as  the  Statesmen 
scored  three  times  before  the  gun  and  made  good  on  two 
of  three  extra  points  to  grab  a one-point  victory. 

Eventual  conference  champion  Wartburg  spoiled 
Homecoming  festivities  with  a 27-14  victory.  Simpson 
added  to  Dubuque’s  woes  with  a win  at  Indianola  which 
dropped  the  Spartans  to  a 2-5  over-all  record. 

UD  proved  it  had  the  makings  of  a fine  football  team, 
however,  with  closing  victories  over  Central  and  Buena 
Vista. 

UD  scored  three  times  in  the  second  half  to  overcome 
an  early  7-0  Central  lead  to  take  a 19-13  win  to  the  de- 
light of  a large  Parents’  Day  crowd.  A tough  defensive 
unit  limited  the  Dutchmen  to  just  6 completions  in  19 
attempts  while  holding  their  vaunted  rushing  game  to  1 19 
yards.  Bornemann  completed  32  of  51  for  366  yards 
against  the  defending  champs.

Another  aerial  show  downed  Buena  Vista  in  the  final 
contest  of  the  year.  This  time  Bornemann  hit  30  of  51 
for  343  yards.  John  Smith  caught  12  for  185  yards  while 
John  Knopf  grabbed  11  for  135  yards.  The  Spartan  de- 
fensive unit  put  on  its  usual  fine  performance  with  four 
pass  interceptions  and  three  fumble  recoveries.  Larry 
Mead,  Mike  Nash,  Chuck  Knutsen,  and  Steve  Nash  were 
responsible  for  the  UD  thievery. 

The  Dutchmen  and  Beaver  victories  raised  Dubuque’s 
conference  record  to  3-4,  good  for  fifth  place. 

The  final  Iowa  Conference  standings  didn’t  read  ex- 
actly as  the  experts  had  predicted.  The  Knights  from 
Wartburg,  ccllcr  dwellers  a year  ago,  surprised  everyone 
by  winning  six  and  tying  Simpson  to  capture  the  crown. 
The  Rcdmcn  also  were  tied  by  Central  and  had  to  settle 
for  second.

Larry  Bornemann  topped  the  final  statistics  for  UD’s 
nine  games  with  193  completions  out  of  360  passes  for 
2080  yards.  In  Iowa  Conference  action,  the  Fond  du  Lac, 
Wisconsin,  native  connected  on  164  of  241  for  1774  yards. 
That  last  figure  broke  the  conference  record  set  by  an- 
other Dubuque  quarterback,  Paul  Krause,  in  1966. 

John  Smith  led  a quartet  of  Spartan  receivers  who  fin- 
ished in  the  II AC’s  top  ten  in  number  of  catches.  Smith 
caught  56  for  757  yards  in  the  Iowa  Conference. 

UD’s  able  defensive  unit  also  was  prominent  in  post- 
season evaluations.  They  led  opponents  in  all  areas  of 
turnovers.  I'he  Spartans’  21  pass  interceptions  to  oppo- 
nents’ 14  is  especially  impressive  when  you  note  that

But  don’t  think  it  was  a one-man  show.  Paul  Kritz 
and  John  Smith  also  garnered  all-conference  honors,  both 
being  named  to  second  team  berths.  Kritz  was  the  second 
best  UD  scorer  while  Smith  led  in  both  offensive  and 
defensive  rebounds. 

Dubuque  participated  in  its  first  holiday  tournament 
and  emerged  with  the  championship  trophy,  defeating  host 
school  Whitewater  State  109-74  in  the  final  game.  Fin- 
negan tallied  56  points  in  the  two  tourney  contests  and 
was  named  to  the  All-Tournament  team.  Thirty-five  of 
those  points  came  in  the  championship  game,  with  Kritz 
next  best  with  18. 

The  Spartans  scored  a record  2314  points  for  the  year 
for  a 85.7  offensive  average  while  allowing  a total  of  1998 
for  an  average  of  74.0.

In  Iowa  Conference  action,  UD  tied  with  Central  for 
second  behind  Wartburg.  Dubuque  suffered  a one-point 
loss  to  Luther  and  a two-point  loss  to  Central  plus  two 
defeats  by  a total  of  13  points  to  the  Knights  for  a total 
of  four  losses. 

UD  swept  both  contests  against  Buena  Vista,  Upper 
Iowa,  William  Penn,  and  Simpson.  The  Beavers  fell  by 
104-63  and  110-86  counts  while  the  Peacocks  lost  to  the 
Spartans  by  97-85  and  102-80.  Scores  of  82-69  and 
88-69  provided  winning  margins  over  the  Statesmen, 
while  the  Redmen  were  99-68  and  79-71  victims. 

Dubuque  scored  1189  points  in  the  fourteen  league 
games  to  rank  as  the  top  offensive  club  with  an  83.4  per 
game  average.  Defensively,  Coach  Davison’s  team  allowed 
a total  of  1019  points  for  a 72.8  average.

A young  squad,  with  only  one  senior,  the  Spartans 
ripped  through  twelve  dual  opponents  without  a loss, 
scoring  337  points  to  their  foes’  65-point  total.  In  addi- 
tion. they  finished  second  in  the  fourteen-team  Wheaton 
Invitational  and  third  in  the  eight-team  MacMurray  Invi- 
tational plus  a third  in  the  rugged  Iowa  Conference. 

Four  grapplers  were  undefeated  in  dual  competition 
Willie  Whitehead,  Chuck  Knutsen,  and  Denny  Struck  had 
perfect  marks  at  123,  160,  and  167,  respectively,  while 
Mike  Reid  had  only  two  ties  against  10  wins  at  heavy- 
weight. The  team  had  a cumulative  91-13-8  record  in 
dual  matches,  including  fifteen  pins. 

Dubuque  shut  out  three  foes  and  allowed  only  one  to 


score  more  than  ten  points.  Platteville  was  that  one  team 
and  gave  the  Spartans  their  toughest  test  in  the  season 
finale.  Whitehead  narrowly  decisioned  his  man  to  give 
UD  an  early  3-0  lead,  but  the  Pioneers  soon  showed  why 
they  were  highly  rated  and  took  a 11-3  lead  on  a pin  and 
two  decisions.  Joel  Simms  tied  at  152  and  it  was  13-5, 
Platteville,  with  four  matches  remaining. 

Then  the  Spartan  upper  weights  did  their  stuff.  Knut- 
sen pinned  his  man  for  five  team  points  and  Struck  tied 
it  up  with  a win  at  167.  John  Ehrmann  put  UD  ahead, 
16-13,  before  the  cheering  home  crowd,  and  Reid  put  it 
away  with  a tension-ridden  victory  over  a much  heavier 
opponent. 

Upper  Iowa  captured  the  MAC  title  with  a record  109 
points.  Luther  was  second  with  89,  while  the  Spartans 
totaled  7 1 .

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A large  turnout  of  candidates  for  the  1969  Spartan  baseball 
team  caused  hopes  to  soar  for  Spartan  rooters,  but  that  ageless 
adversary  of  spring  sport,  old  man  weather,  did  his  best  to  stifle 
the  optimism. 

Coach  Maury  Waugh’s  nine  sat  through  three  cancellations  due 
to  rain  before  opening  against  Iowa  Conference  foe  Central.  The 
Dutchmen  had  just  returned  from  a four-game  southern  road  trip 
and  the  practice  paid  off  as  they  swept  both  ends  of  a double- 
header  at  Petrakis  Park. 

UD  got  into  the  win  column  against  a tough  Upper  Iowa  outfit 
with  a 5-3  victory  at  Fayette  on  the  strength  of  Bruce  Taylor’s 
five-hit  pitching.  Third  baseman  Denny  Sander  led  Dubuque  at 
bat  with  a four  for  four  performance. 

Probably  the  toughest  defeats  came  at  home  against  the  Norse 
from  Luther.  In  the  opener,  UD  outhit  the  visitors  7 to  6 with 
Rick  Anderson  socking  two  extra-bag  safeties,  but  lost,  five  to 
four.  The  score  was  different,  but  the  theme  the  same  in  the 
nightcap  with  Dubuque  collecting  nine  hits  to  Luther’s  seven 
only  to  lose,  10-2. 

Wet  weather  beat  the  Spartans  again,  forcing  a doubleheader 
with  William  Penn  to  be  called  off  and  then  returned  a couple 
of  weeks  later  to  force  a similar  cancellation  with  Simpson. 

For  the  season,  centerfielder  Gary  Kane  teamed  with  Sander 
to  provide  much  of  the  offensive  punch.  Mike  Alexander,  Dan 
Dickman,  Dale  Crafton,  Bill  Ferrall,  and  Vic  Vifian  were  starters 
most  of  the  way.  Alexander  and  Dickman  manned  the  infield 
with  Sander  while  Crafton  and  Ferrall  patrolled  the  gardens  with 
Kane.  Vifian  received  the  tosses  from  the  Spartan  mound  corps.

The  last  page!  With  a sigh  of  relief,  the  staff  sends  it  off  to  the  printer.  It's  all  over  now — the  year- 
book, the  year,  and  for  myself  and  my  classmates,  a college  career. 

It  all  started  last  winter,  sometime  after  the  start  of  second  semester,  at  a “summit  conference”  in 
the  Que  office.  It  was  then  that  we  decided  we  still  wanted  a yearbook  and  took  aim  on  a different  goal. 
With  tremendous  hurdles  to  overcome,  of  which  the  two  biggest  were  lack  of  adequate  time  and  an  almost 
universal  lack  of  experience  on  the  part  of  the  staff  (including  myself),  we  started.  The  call  for  help  went 
out.  and  volunteers  rolled  in.  We  endeavored  to  put  out  a quality  yearbook — one  which  would  hold  sentimental 
value  for  a majority  of  the  student  body — within  the  limitations  of  the  short  time  we  had.  Difficulties 
arose  on  all  flanks.  Some  were  overcome  handily;  others,  quite  regretfully,  were  impossible  to  accomodate. 
On  the  whole,  however.  I think  you  will  find  the  1969  KEY  an  enjoyable,  and  satisfactory  yearbook. 

None  of  it  would  have  been  possible  if  it  weren’t  for  the  wonderful  staff  and  professional  people  I 
had  the  pleasure  to  work  with.  My  thanks  go  to:  Dean  Furda  and  Mr.  Cummings,  yearbook  advisor,  for 
putting  their  trust  in  our  judgment;  Chuck  Zapf  and  Roy  Schwaegler  and  their  staff  at  Tel  Graphics,  who 
put  up  with  missed,  over-extended,  and  skipped  deadlines  and  still  afforded  the  encouragement  and  optim-
